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New Amateur Ratio license fees To Aneien Ps 
Become Effective April?9", 2022 ——- 


Newington, CT, March 24”, 2022— A Public Notice released by the Federal Communications Commission (FCC) on March 23”, 2022, in MD Docket No. 20- 
270, announced that new application fees for Wireless Telecommunications Bureau applications will become effective on April 19", 2022. The new fees, 
mandated by Congress, apply to applications for Amateur Radio licenses including those associated with filing Form 605, the Amateur 
Operator/Primary Station Licensee Application. 


Effective April 19", 2022, a $35 fee will apply to applications for a new Amateur Radio license, modification (upgrade and sequential call sign 
change), renewal, and vanity call signs. 


Anticipating the implementation of the fee in 2022, the ARRL Board of Directors, at its July 2021 meeting, approved the "ARRL Youth 
Licensing Grant Program." Under the program, ARRL will cover a one-time $35 application fee for license candidates younger than 18 
years old for tests administered under the auspices of the ARRL Volunteer Examiner Coordinator (ARRL VEC). Qualified candidates also 
would pay a reduced exam session fee of $5 to the ARRL VEC. ARRL is finalizing details for administering the program. 


ARRL had filed comments in opposition to imposing a fee on Amateur Radio license applications. The FCC initially proposed a higher, $50 fee. In a Report and 
Order (R&O), released on December 29", 2020, the amount was reduced -- the FCC agreeing with ARRL and other commenters that its proposed $50 fee for 
certain amateur radio applications was "too high to account for the minimal staff involvement in these applications." 


ARRL Volunteer Examiner Coordinator (ARRL VEC) Manager Maria Somma AB1FM explained that all fees are per application. "There will be no fee for 
administrative updates, such as a change of mailing or email address. The fees will be the responsibility of the applicant regardless of filing method and must be 
paid within 10 calendar days of FCC's receipt of the application. For applications filed by a VEC, the period does not begin until the application is received by the 
Commission, a ULS file number assigned, and an email sent by the FCC directly to the applicant." 

VECs and Volunteer Examiner (VE) teams will not collect the $35 fee at license exam sessions. New and upgrade candidates at an exam session will continue 
to pay the $15 exam session fee to the ARRL VE team as usual, and pay the new, $35 application fee directly to the FCC by using the CORES FRN Registration 
system (CORES - Login). 


When the FCC receives the examination information from the VEC, it will email a link with payment instructions to each successful candidate who then will have 
10 calendar days from the date of the email to pay. After the fee is paid and the FCC has processed an application, examinees will receive a second email from 
the FCC with a link to their official license or explanation of other action. The link will be good for 30 days. 

Somma also explained that applications that are processed and dismissed will not be entitled to a refund. This includes vanity call sign requests where the 
applicant does not receive the requested call sign. "The FCC staff has suggested that applicants for vanity call signs should first ensure the call signs requested 
are available and eligible for their operator class and area, and then request as many call signs as the form allows to maximize their chances of receiving a call 
sign." 


Further information and instructions about the FCC Application Fee are available from the ARRL VEC at www.arrl.org/fcc-application-fee. Details for the ARRL 
Youth Licensing Grant Program will be similarly posted there, when available. 


New Application Fee WAM NOCAPPNV LO 4. sos 
Amateur Ratio license Upgraves 


Newington, CT, April 1°, 2022— The Federal Communications Commission (FCC) staff has clarified in response to an ARRL request that the new $35 
application fee will not apply to most license modifications, including those to upgrade an amateur radio licensee's operator class and changes to club station 
trustees. The FCC staff explained that the new fees will apply only to applications for a new license, renewal, rule waiver, or a new vanity call 
sign. As previously announced, the new fees take effect on April 19", 2022. 


"We are pleased that the FCC will not charge licensees the FCC application fee for license upgrade applications," said ARRL Volunteer 
Examiner Coordinator (VEC) Manager Maria Somma AB1FM. "While applicants for a new license will need to pay the $35 FCC application 
fee, there will be no FCC charge for future upgrades and administrative updates, such as a change of mailing or email address. Most current 
licensees, therefore, will not be charged the new FCC application fee until they renew their license or apply for a new vanity call sign." 


ARRL previously reported that the new $35 application fee for amateur radio licenses will become effective on April 19" , 2022. Further 
information and instructions about the FCC Application Fee are available from the ARRL VEC at www.arrl.org/fcc-application-fee.

Even if your group is planning a scaled- 
back event this year, please be sure to apply for the free ARRL sanctioning at least three months in advance, so 
you can receive valuable prizes to give away, get free notices in the ARRL Website Hamfest Locator, and have 
our Section set up and staff the ARRL exhibit. 


The latest WPA ARES Directory has been published. Find it and download the latest copy at wpa-arrl.org/ares/directory 


The new FCC $35 fee for amateur radio application filing begins on Tuesday, April 19". If your license expiration date is between now and July 17", be sure 
to file your renewal application no more than 90 days in advance of the expiration date to avoid the new $35 filing fee! There is no charge for administrative 
updates, such as address and name changes. 


Everyone should note that Volunteer Examiners and the ARRL or other VE Coordinator will NOT collect the new $35 fee. The new fee must be submitted online 
directly to the FCC, beginning April 19". 


The ARRL.ORG website is now back online after a complete overhaul. There may still be some bugs lingering in the corners, so please be patient while they 
are found and eradicated.

Newington, CT, March 10", 2022 — The 2022 running of the Armed Forces Day (AFD) Cross-Band exercise will be held on 
May 14'", 1300 — 2200 UTC. A complete list of participating stations, modes, frequencies, times, and other details will be 
announced on April 1°". The event is open to all radio amateurs. Armed Forces Day is May 21°, but the AFD Cross-band 
military-amateur radio event traditionally takes place 1 week earlier, in order to avoid conflicting with Dayton Hamvention®. 
During the exercise, radio amateurs listen for stations on military operating frequencies and transmit on frequencies in 
adjacent amateur bands. 


Military and amateur stations have taken part in this event for more than 50 years. It’s an exercise scenario, designed to 
include ham radio and government radio operators alike. 


Per previous announcements: “The AFD Cross-band Test is a unique opportunity to test two-way communications between 
military communicators and radio stations in the Amateur Radio Service, as authorized in 47 CFR 97.111. These tests 
provide opportunities and challenges for radio operators to demonstrate individual technical skills in a tightly controlled 
exercise scenario that does not impact any public or private communications.” 


Military stations in various locations will transmit on selected military frequencies and announce the specific ham band 
frequencies they are monitoring. 


An AFD message will be transmitted utilizing the Military Standard (MIL-STD) serial PSK waveform (M110), followed by MIL 
-STD Wide Shift FSK (850 Hz RTTY), as described in MIL-STD 188-110A/B. The AFD message will also be sent in CW and

Volunteer Monitor Program Cautions Against — 
Operating BEYOME LICENSE PFIVHOGES  secesr ras. oy ox: 


Newington, CT, March 3”, 2022 —Many of the Advisory Notices sent out each month by the ARRL Volunteer Monitor Program go to stations 
heard operating outside the operator’s license privileges. 


Typical cases often involve operators holding Technician- or General-class amateur licenses being heard on a frequency or band not 
permitted by their license privileges. Most recent incidents have frequently entailed FT8 digital mode operation by Technician licensees on 
20 and 40 meters. Technician licensees do not have any operating privileges on 20 meters, let alone digital privileges, and FT8 is a digital 
protocol. 


Technicians (and Novices) may operate CW between 21.025 and 21.200 MHz on 15 meters, from 7.025 and 7.125 MHz on 40 meters, and 
from 3.525 to 3.600 MHz on 80 meters, but they do not have any digital (data) mode privileges on these bands. 


ARRL Volunteer Monitor Program Administrator Riley Hollingsworth K4ZDH said licensees who need a refresher course regarding their operating privileges may 
refer to Section 97.301 of the rules. ARRL also has a convenient chart on its website that details privileges available to all license classes, from Novice to 
Amateur Extra. 


As monthly Volunteer Monitor reports indicate, some General-class operators have lost their way on some bands too, and Advisory Notices have gone out to 
those operating outside of the General-class phone subbands. For example, on 20 meters, Generals may operate phone from 14.225 to 14.350 MHz, but 
occasionally, General-class operators are heard outside of that subband. On 40 meters, the phone and image subband open to General licensees is 7.175 to 
7.300 MHz. Of course, Technician- and General-class licensees may operate CW on any subband on which they have operating privileges, although operation 
within the CW subbands is preferred by band plan. 


On 10 meters, Technicians have RTTY and data privileges — including FT8 — from 28.000 to 28.300 MHz, and SSB phone privileges from 28.300 to 28.500 
MHz, and may operate on CW over the entire 28.0000 — 28.500 MHz segment. Technicians may enjoy all operating privileges at 50 MHz and above. 


The ARRL Volunteer Monitor program is a formal agreement between the FCC and ARRL. Volunteers trained and vetted by ARRL monitor the airwaves and 
report evidence that may be used to correct errant operation or to recognize exemplary on-air operation. 


Ukraine Maintains Ham Radio Silence — =r oe 


Newington, CT, March 3”, 2022-— Radio amateurs in Ukraine appear to be diligently maintaining radio silence as the state of emergency declared there just prior 
to the Russian military invasion remains in effect. A February 24" decree from President Volodymyr Zelensky included “a ban on the operation of amateur radio 
transmitters for personal and collective use.” The Ukraine Amateur Radio League (UARL/LRU) reported this past week that it has received many messages of 
encouragement from the worldwide amateur radio community. 


“The LRU informed international amateur radio organizations about Russia’s military invasion of Ukraine,” said the 
message from UARL Vice President Anatoly Kirilenko UT3UY. “To date, there have been many reports from radio 
amateurs around the world in support of Ukraine.” 


The International Amateur Radio Union (!ARU) has adopted a neutral stance. “IARU is an apolitical organization 
focused on promoting and defending amateur radio and the amateur radio services,” the IARU said. “The amateur radio 
service is about self-instruction in communications and friendship between people.” IARU Region 1 has said it continues 
to monitor the development and expects all radio amateurs “to follow their national laws and regulations.” 


IARU Region 1 also re-posted part of an advisory from the Deutscher Amateur Radio Club (DARC) HF Committee on 
February 27". “Any radio amateur currently transmitting from Ukraine is risking his or her life. If you hear a Ukrainian 
station, do not broadcast its call sign, location, or frequency — whether on the band, in a cluster, or on social media. 
You may be putting lives at risk.” The DARC’s overarching advice: “In the current situation, the best we can do is listen.” 


Ukraine’s assigned amateur radio call sign prefixes include EMA — EOZ and the more commonplace URA — UZZ. Some stations with Ukrainian call signs may 
still be active, because an exception to the amateur radio ban was made for stations in the Donbas region of eastern Ukraine (eastern Donetsk and Luhansk 
oblasts), which have special legal status owing to Russia’s occupation since 2014. 


In a Facebook post, Poland’s IARU member-society PZK has offered available Winlink nodes in Poland for any licensed refugees. If you are a licensed amateur 
radio operator, you can send information by email to your relatives in Poland or Emergency Services via the Winlink system. Polish Winlink nodes are active on 
160, 80, and 20 meters: SR5WLK, 3.5955 MHz USB; SR3WLK, 14.111 MHz USB, and SP3IEW, 1.865 MHz USB. 


W9IMS, the Indianapolis Motor Soeedway Amateur Radio Club — known for its special events commemorating major races at the Speedway — has posted a 
statement on its QRZ.com profile expressing its concern for well-known QSL maker Gennady V. Treus UX5UO. The statement reads in part, “His last email to us 
said: ‘This moment we are safe, but we hear strong explosions near Kyiv. Do not know what will happen in nearest hours/days.’ We have not heard from him for 
days now. We are greatly concerned for Gennady and his family along with all the other citizens of Ukraine.” 


Newington, CT, March 9", 2022 — A study reported in Nature, “Satellite mega-constellations create risks in Low Earth Orbit, the atmosphere and on Earth,” 

in Scientific Reports (May 2021) by Aaron C. Boley and Michael Byers, says the rapid development of mega-constellations risks multiple tragedies of the 
commons. That could include tragedies to ground-based astronomy, Earth orbit, and Earth’s upper atmosphere. The study asserts that international cooperation 
is urgently needed, along with a regulatory system that takes into account the effects of tens of thousands of satellites. 

“‘[T]he connections between the Earth and space environments are inadequately taken into account by the adoption of a consumer electronic model applied to 
space assets,” the authors said. “For example, we point out that satellite re-entries from the Starlink mega-constellation alone could deposit more aluminum into 
Earth’s upper atmosphere than what is done through meteoroids; they could thus become the dominant source of high-altitude alumina.” 

The authors say their study shows that untracked debris will lead to potentially dangerous on-orbit collisions on a regular basis due to the large number of 
satellites within mega-constellation orbital shells. The total cross-section of satellites in these constellations also greatly increases the risk of impacts due to 
meteoroids. De facto orbit occupation by single actors, inadequate regulatory frameworks, and the possibility of free-riding exacerbate these risks. 

According to Boley and Byers, in 2 years, the number of active and defunct satellites in low-Earth orbit (LEO) has increased by over 50%. “SpaceX alone is on 
track to add 11,000 more as it builds its Starlink mega-constellation and has already filed for permission for another 30,000 satellites with the [FCC].” 

More than 12,000 trackable debris pieces are already in low-Earth orbit, typically 10 centimeters in diameter or larger, the study asserts. Including sizes down to 
1 centimeter would raise the debris count to about a million inferred debris pieces that could threaten satellites, spacecraft, and astronauts due to their orbits 
crisscrossing at high relative speeds. 

Simulations of the long-term evolution of debris suggest that LEO is already in the protracted initial stages of a mushrooming collision scenario, but that this 
could be managed through active debris removal. The addition of satellite mega-constellations and the general proliferation of low-cost satellites in LEO 
stresses the environment further, the study posits.

Oslo, Norway, April 3%, 2022 — Today it is 9 months until the operators travel to 
South America to board Marama and go to Bouvet. We're getting closer! 


We can announce the last operator on the team that will be Pete NOFW. We’re 
extremely happy to have Pete on the team with his experience and knowledge. 
Pete is a well know DXpeditioner, he has been on more than 16+ DXpeditions, 
some quite rare ones, and he is a lowband enthusiast for a long time with 322 
confirmed current DXCC on 160m — so he has great ears! 


In 3 weeks’ time we will perform a 4-day vessel inspection in Itajai in Brazil. 
Marama that has completed several trips to Antarctica this winter season will 
undertake some maintenance during her stay in Brazil. At the same time this 
allows us to do a detailed inspection of the vessel. Another 
purpose of the trip to Brazil is for us to complete the vessel 
loading plan. The team have worked hard to detail out all the 
equipment we will bring to Bouvet, and amongst other during 
this trip each equipment will be allocated a space in the 
vessel. The purpose of creating this plan is to make sure we 
have a smooth loading of the zodiac once we go ashore 
Bouvet.

Bouvet even with short weather windows down to 80-120 min that will take only 4 


zodiac trips. We’re quite determined to go ashore when the first opportunity 
arise! 


April will be a busy month for us as all team members gather in Oslo April 


28". For 4 days the team will perform a system integration test where we will do a 


thorough test of the radios, amplifiers and antennas in a real environment like 
what we can expect at Bouvet. During this event team members will practice on 
the installation and familiarize with it.
